DOG FAILS TO GIVE ALARM. 


_ Porch-climbers in Evanston secured $1,100 
worth of booty last night from the resi- 
dence of Dr. P. L. McKinnie, 721 Sheridan 
road. As a companion chapter in crime, in 
the afternoon burglars broke into the resi- 
dence of R. F. Beardsley, 278 Claremont 
avenue, in Chicago, and carried away dia- 
monds and jewelry valued at $500. 

The Evanston robbery took place while 
the family; cqnsisting of Dr. P. L. McKinnie, 
Mrs. McKinnie, a daughter, and two sons, 
were at dinner. The dining-room is in the 
geuthwest corner of the first floor, while the 
room entered, that occupied by Mrs. McKin- 
nie, is in the northeast corner of the second 
floor. | 3 

In spite of the fact that a Great Dane hound 
was on the stairs at the front of the house, 
bet ween the first and second floors, no alarm 
was given by the dog. 

Robbers Climb a Tree. 

Two windows of Mrs. McKinnie’s room 
open on the porch. Both of these had been 
left open for ventilation, as numergus bon- 
fires of leaves had been burned in the neigh- 
borhood during the afternoon. To reach this 
porch the thief or thieves had to climb a 
maple tree standing at the front of the house. 
By means of a branch the porch could easily 
be reached, and because of the open windows 
access to the room Was easy. 

The family had sat down to dinner at 6 
o' clock, and just before that time Mrs, Mo- 
Kinnie had been in her room. She returned 
immediately after dinner, and saw her jewel 
case in a different position from that in 
which she had left it on her bureau. 

Opening it, she found that every article it 
had contained had disappeared. She sum- 
moned her husband, and as soon as an in- 
ventory ot the loss had been made the 
Evanston, police were notified. : 

The following description of} the stolen 
jewelry was given by Dr. McKinnie: 

A bfeastpin of solid gold set with five large and 
two small diamonds; value $450. 

Two solid gold watches, one set with diamonds; 
total value 0 

One marquise ring set with rubies and dia- 
monds; value $170. 

Ring set with four emeralds and four diamonds; 
value $160. 

Solid gold chain; value $60. 

Besides these larger pieces of jewelry, nu- 
merous rings and pins which were in the 
jewel case also were taken. The jewel case 
probably was emptied without examination 
of the valuables. Even safety pins were 
not left behind. 

A monkey skin purse having a solid gold 
monogram lay on the bureau near the jewel 
case. This also was taken. It contained 
$5 and a nearly new 25-ride ticket of the 
Northwestern road between Chicago and 
Main street, Evanston. The value of the 
purse was $35. 

Mrs. E. L. MeKinnie is one of the most 
prominent society and club women of 
Evanston. Dr. McKinnie was formerly 
President of the Home Forum Insurance 
company. He is now in the mining and in- 
surance business at 56 Fifth avenue, Chicago. 


Thieves at Beardsley Residence. 

The robbery at the residence of R. F. 
Beardsley was commited while all members 
of the family were away. Mrs. Beardsley 
is a teacher of music in the public schools and 
is not at home frequently in the afternoon. 

An investigation revealed that the thieves 
had entered the house by means of skeleton 
keys by way of the front door.

ANXIOUS SEEKERS FOR CITIZEN- 
SHIP CROWD COURTEROOMS. 


Republicans and 2,407 Democrats, 
According to Estimates — Noisy 
Scenes Mark Closing Hours—Unusu- 
ally Heavy Registration Predicted— 
Chief Clerk Powell Expects Total 
Enrollment of 425,000 Names.

Polls close 5 9 p. m. 

With the last opportunity for registration 
before them today, hundreds of persons en- 
tered the courtrooms of the Circuit Judges 


for the November election. Throughout the 
day the courtroom occupied by Judge Dunne 
was packed, no less than 300 persons stand- 
ing around the bench of the Judge anxious 
to receive the oath. The demand was 80 


constant that Judge Dunne was compelled to 


retire from exhaustion at 4 o'clock. He was 
relieved by Judge Baker, who proceeded to 
hear the answers of the newcomers. 

At midnight it was estimated that 7,028 
naturalization certificates had been issued, 
the Republicans claiming 4,621 and the Dem- 
ocrats 2,407. These figures represent the ag- 
gregate of naturalization certificates issued 
within the last ten days. They stand for 
the number of foreign born persons who have 
been made American citizens, and who expect 
to cast their first vote at the coming elec- 
tion. A more careful computation may 
change the totals slightly, but in no event 
can they be brought up to anywhere near the 
estimates of 5,000 and 6,000 several wise 
politicians have been making for each party. 


Work Completed at Night. 

The work was completed shortly after 
midnight. During the day nearly all the 
Judges were kept busy examining applicants 
and granting papers. During the evening 
Judges Dunne, Burke, Clifford, and Water- 
man officiated. 

Until 9 o’clock everything went along 
smoothly. Then a procession of 100m ed 
across from Democratic headquarters and 
began a noisy disturbance. They had been 
supplied with the certificates of application 
made out for them by clerks at the head- 
quarters. They were met at the door by 
Judge Dunne and piloted to his 
ahead of the regular line that began to form 
at 6 p. m. 

Another squad went up to the thipd floor 
on the City Hall side, broke open the hall 
gates, and in that way reached the front 
ahead of many others waiting their turn. 


New Citizens Demand Attention. 

It was found impossible to convince the 
new citizens they had a right to register to- 
day and take out thetr papers later. They 
insisted it must be done immediately, and 
the clerks had to do the best they could 
to please them. The New Voters’ committees 
at the two headquarters desire it to be known 
that prospective citizens may register today, 
whether or not they have taken out their 
papers. They may qualify properly any time 
between now and election day by visiting 
the court, but they must register today if 
they wish to vote. P

the Board of Election Commissioners, yester- 
day. “ This will bring the list of voters up to 
400,000. I would not be surprised if it 
reached 428,000.“ 

The booths will open at 8 o'clock this 
morning and remain open for registration 
until 9 o’clock tonight. It is the last day, 
and every person expecting to vote must 
register today or be shut out when he comes 
to the polls on Nov. 6. 


Register in Evanston Today. 

Registration will begin in Evanston today 
and will be completed on Tuesday, Oct. 23. 
It is only once in every four years that the 
residents of Evanston register. On Nov. 6, 
however, this condition will probably cease, 
as on that date the citizens will vote on the 
proposition to adopt the city election law and 
to hereafter have its elections controlled by 
the Board of Election Commissioners of 
Cook County. 

This is also registration day in the Cook 
County townships outside of the city limits. 
Red cardboard notices are displayed in the 
various villages announcing Oct. 16 and 30 
as regular registration days. 


SEVEN QUESTIONS FOR BRYAN. 


Democrat Is Asked to Give Answers to 
Republican Queries in New York 
Speech Tonight. 


New York, Oct. 15.—[{Special.]—The Re- 
publican National committee prepared a list 
of questions today, and it desires Mr. Bryan 
to answer them in one of the speeches he is to 
make tomorrow night.

5. Do you approve of the action of the 
Democrats in Congress in defeating the anti- 
trust amendment last June? 

6. You have lately gone on record as op- 
posing a life tenure in the civil service. How 
long a tenure would you permit? 

7. You have lately chdtged the Republic- 
ans with collecting a large fund from monop- 
oliés and coercing voters. Will you mention 
any monopoly from which the Republicans 
have made such collection, and also mention 
one specific case of coercion?

GIRL’S MESSAGE TO MOTHER 
FOUND ON KENOSHA BEACH. 


Pair of Shoes and Written Explanation 
Signed “Edna” Indicate That an 
Unhappy Young Woman Ended Her 

Troubles in the Lake—None Missing 

. from Near-by Kemper Hall, It Is 

| Said — Investigating in Evanston, 
Where the Footwear Was Bought. 


A mysterious suicide case developed in 
Kenosha yesterday when a note and a pair 
of small shoes were found on the beach of 
Lake Michigan near Kemper Hall, the giris’ 
seminary. 

The note was scrawled in a feminine hand, 
written with a pencil, and read as follows: 

Dear Mother: Owing to trouble at home I can’t 
stand life any longer. Father is unkind to me. 
The boys worse. When you hear of me again my 
body will lie in Lake Michigan. EDNA. 

There is no mark on the note to tell where it 


"was written. 


The shoes are No. 3 in size and bear the 
name C. E. Wiswall, Evanston, III., indicat- 
ing that the shoes were purchased there, and 
that perhaps the owner resided in Evanston 
or was a guest there. The shoes are of a 
stylish shape and expensive material. 

The note and the shoes were found several 
feet apart, as if the message had been tucked 
in the shoes and had been blown out by the 
wind. The paper lay against a rock. Judg- 


ing from its bedrabbled appearance it had 
there ter sometime; 


‘Since the shoes belonged to a woman and 
the note was signed Edna,” it was sup- 
posed. that the girl might be known at the 
seminary, Kemper Hall. But it was denied 
there that any of the girls was missing. All 
were in the dormitories last night, it was 
said, but attempts to learn whether a girl 
named Edna was on the roll of the school 
failed. Inquiry among the day pupils, who 
do not live in the school, discovered none 
missing. 

The note and the shoes were turned over 
to the Kenosha police, and they notified the 
police of Evanston, who up to midnight had 
not been able to throw any light on the 
identity of the supposed suicide. 

Charles E. Wiswall is a dealer in shoes 
on Davis street, near the Chicago and North- 
western Depot. William Cox, 1121 Church 
street, manager of the store, said last night 
that he had no recollection of selling a pair 
of No. 8 shoes to a girl named Edna.“

FORMER UNION MAN IS 
CLUBBED AND SHOT 
TWO ASSAILANTS. 


Adam Maesch, a Woodworker, Attacked 

and Seriously Injured by Men Who 
Are in Hiding in an Alley Between 
Robey Street and Seeley Avenue. 


Adam Maesch was shot in the back and 
seriously wounded last night by two men, 
who first knocked him down with a club, as 
he was passing the alley between Robey 
street and North Seeley avenue open- 
ing on Otto street. The attack is id to 
have been due to the fact that Maesch, who 
is a woodworker, and formerly a union man 
employed by Wolff & Kollau, 35 Fullerton 
avenue, returned to work with non-union 
men after a strike had been declared. The 
victim lives at 1805 North Seeley avenue and 
is 42 years old. He formerly was Secretary 
of the Woodworkers’ union. 

Maesch had gone to August Rother’s sa- 
loon, 4020 Otto street, to get some beer. 
When on returning he had reached the alley 
between Robey and Seeley avenue he was 
struck a stunning blow by aman who sprang 
at him from the darkness of the alley. The. 
blow felled him. Before he could rise, an- 
other assailant fired a shot, which entered 
the back, about the middle of the spinal col- 
umn, when the would-be assassins turned 
and ran down the alley. 

The shot was heard by the police, and an 
officer hurried to the spot. He found Maesch 
still lying on the ground. The wounded man 
was taken to Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 

Maesch says that he was informed by a 
striker several days ago that if he did not 
quit work several persons who live on ths 
South Side would assault him. Captain 
Schuettler has the name of this striker and 
wil) endeavor to find him.

BOYS JERKED HIGH IN 
THE AIR AS TELEGRAPH 
CABLE IS PULLED TAUT. 


Hold On Desperately for a Time and 
Policeman Catches One When They 
Fall—The Other, Alonzo Lawson, 
May Die of Injuries. - 


— — 


Two little boys clung desperately to a wire 
cable twenty-five feet in the air yesterday 
afternoon in front of 1218 North Western 
avenue. One was Bart Elwell, 8 years old, 
of 1203 North Western avenue, and the 
other was Alonzo Lawson, 5 years old, of 
1207 North Western avenue. Beneath them 
stoed a frightened crowd of spectators, ex- 
pecting at any moment to see both boys 
relax their grip on the cable and fall to their 
death on the sidewalk. While the crowd 
appealed to the little fellows to hold on Po- 
liceman George Rowe of the Attrill Street 
Station suddenly pushed his way h 
the throng and placed himself beneath the 
cable. A moment later Alonzo Lawson ut- 
tered a faint cry and both boys fell. The 
policeman caught the Elwell boy unhurt in 
his arms. The Lawson child struck the 
walk and was so seriously injured that it 
is not believed he can recover. 

The accident was a pecullar one. The two 
boys were sitting on the sidewalk watching 
the work of linemen, who were stringing a 
cable on the telegraph posts. The cable had 
been attached to a number of posts and 
the other end was two blocks away, the slack 


boys picked up the cable as it was dragged 
over their laps. A portion of the work hav- 
ing been completed the inemen attached the 
end of the slack part to a horse, the idea 
being to stretch the cable before attaching 
it to the remaining posts. The horse started, 
the cable was drawn taut, and the little fel- 
lows were dangling twenty-five feet in the 


air. 
Spectators ran here and there in an effort: 


to find means to rescue the children. Others 
sought to attract the attention of the man 
having the horse in charge, but he was too 
far off to hear their cries. At this point the 
policemen came and the boys let go of the 


cable.

 Switeh-Locks at the Place Where 
the Accident ot Sunday Night Oc- 
curred Were Taken to Be Sold as 

Junk and Not with Any Intention 
to Cause a Disaster—Reynolds’ War 
Record. 


Investigation of the wreck of Sunday night 
at the Eighty-eighth street crossing of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern road 
has resulted in the arrest of a number of 
boys by Captain Shippy, who thinks that the 
brass padlocks were removed from the 
switches not for the purpose of wrecking 
the train but merely for the few pennies 
that their sale would bring. One peculiar 
feature of the case is the series of accusa- 
tions and denials that followed. 

The first boys arrested were Fred Peters, 
9 years old, of 8740 Saginaw avenue; Harry 
Rogers, 11 years old, of 87385 Saginaw ave- 
nue; Joseph Corrizskie, 10 years old, of 8707 
Colfax avenue; Andrew Sobezak, 11 years 
old, of 8800 Saginaw avenue, and Joseph 
Kolomica. 

The Solezak boy told a story to Captain 
Shippy which pointed to Lucian Mislewicz, 
12 years old, of 8845 Escanaba street, as the 
boy who stole the locks. Young Misiewics 
was arrested, and promptly denied that he 
had anything to do with taking the lock. 


17 years old, of Muskegon street, on the 
Lake Shore tracks Sunday night shortly be- 
fore the wreck occurred. He said that the 
Warmars lad was pulling a small wagon 
full of coal with one hand and swinging 
coupling pin with the other, and that 
saw young Warmars knock a lock off of 
the switches and throw the pin that held it 
away. Warmars then handed him the lock, 
he said, and the next minute took 
him. He said he then left Warmars upon 


tracks and went home. 

Captain Shippy had young Warmars ar- 
rested, but the Polish lad was emphatic in 
his protestations of innocence. He denied 
in a straightforward manner that he had 
seen the Mislewicz boy at all on Sunday. 
He said he was home in bed at the time of 
the wreck, that he had gone to bed at 8 
o'clock. 

But in view of the serious charge that 
had been made against him, Captain Shippy 
was compelled to hold him pending on in- 
vestigation. All of the other boys were dis- 


charged. 

Will J. Davis of the Illinois Theater was 
at one time a schoolmate of Lew Reynolds, 
the engineer who was injured. Mr. Davis 
says Reynolds’ courage has been 
tested. He says the engineer was a member 
of Company G, Seventy-fourth Regiment, 
Indiana volunteers, during the civil war, 
and wore laurels as a brave soldier.

Goebel’s Brother Tells of an Alleged 
Confession Made to Him by

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 15.—The Youtsey 
trial was resumed today, although Youtsey 
was reported in the same condition as last 
week.

RACES AT THE COLISEUM. 


Chicage, Rider Defeats His BHastern | 


Rival ia the Fifteen-Mile Paced 
vent, Breaking All the Previous 
| Records for Sach a Contest—McDut- 

tes Lende During the First Halt of 

the Race, but the Great Pace Tells 
and He Falls Back. 


Indoor bicycle records went to smash at the 
Coliseum last night and a good first night 
crowd cheered Johnny Nelson, who beat 
Eddie MtDuffee after one of the gamest 
struggles ever seen in the fifteen mile motor- 
pacéd race. Jimmy Michael rode a mile over 
the perfect indoor track and clipped 71-5 
seconds off his own world’s indoor record, 
riding the mile in 1:40, while Nelson and Me- 
Duffee broke all previous records from two 
to fifteen miles, McDuffee getting the marks 
from two to seven miles and Nelson from 
seven to fifteen. 

The event of the opening night of the week’s 
racing was the McDuffee-Nelson race. The 
Chicago Jad, styling himself champion of 
America, was after the honors won by the 
Boston boy, who was L. A. W. champion 
last year, and the race resulted in one of 
the most sensational in the history of the 
game. 

McDuffee jumped to the front at the start, 
Nelson getting a poor catch at his pacing 
machine, and for two miles the latter strug- 
gled desperately to get up. In the eighth 
lap of the third mile he was close and tried 
to pass, without success, repeating his en- 
dea vor twice, but the Boston boy held his ad- 
vantage. Just at the end of the sixth mile 
Nelson’s motor gave out. The Chicago boy 
jumped from his pace and caught the rear of 
McDuffee’s tire, holding close to the flying 
Bostonian fer four laps, and then for four 
laps he battled alone before a new machine 
was put on the track. By that time Me- 
1 was flying, almost two laps in the

REPORT ON GALVESTON NEEDS. 


Representatives of Chicago’s Relief 
Committee, Back from Texas, Will 
Advise Continuation of Aid. 


Commissioner of Health Reynolds and Pres- 
ident E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fé railway 
company, who arrived home yesterday — 
Galveston, where they spent three days in 
investigating the needs of the Texas storm 
sufferers, reported to the Chicago Relief 
committee, at whose instigation they went, 
that all the money sent to the stricken people 
is being dispensed by the authorities judi- 
clously and systematically. The report is 
addressed to Chairman H. N. Higinbo 
of the local Executive committee. 

Dr. Reynolds and Mr. Ripley say that 
while there is no longer distress from lack of 
food or clothing the survivors in many in- 
stances are greatly crowded in the places of 
abode that remain, and there is immediate 
need of more dwellings. They will advise 
that the work of relief be continued in — 
cago. The injured have nearly all recov 
ered and there is comparatively tittle sick — 
ness in Galveston. 

Scores of bodies are being found almost 
daily, as is shown by part of the subcommit- 
tee’s report, as follows: 

The work of turning over the to re- 
move bodies and other matter that is unsanitary 
is about half done, but there are still several acres 

to be handled and doubtiess scores of bodies are 
still to be uncovered, as they are finding from 
eighteen to twenty every day.
